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DO STATISTICS LIE? 
Are motorcycles more dangerous than cars? Which kills more people — 
cycles or trains? Read this for some surprises. 

How many times have you read statistics concerning motorcycle 
accidents and shook your head and said, "That can't be right"? Then 
your non-cycling friend says, "Statistics don't lie". Both of you might 
very well be right. True, statistics don't lie but when used incorrectly 
or incompletely they can change the picture just as much as a half 
truth and be very misleading. For example: I recently read that motor- 
cycle accidents have increased 253% during the past five years in 
California. [t sounds pretty bad doesn't it? Well, it's not as bad as it 
sounds. Why? Because, to get the true picture you need to know that 
motorcycle registration in Califomia has increased over 500% in the 
same five year period. [t doesn't sound so bad now, does it? Actually, 
the accidents rose only half as fast as the cycle population. 


E.W. (Pete) Colman, vice presi- 
dent of BSA Motorcycles-Western 
decided he would compare the sta- 
tistics himself in order to find the 
whole truth about motorcycles safe- 
ty. First he compared motorcycles 
to private planes. He found that in 
1965 there were 1,380,726 regis- 
tered motorcycles and approximate- 
ly 200,000 private planes. There 
were 1,580 deaths due to motorcycle 
accidents and 1,018 attributed to 
private planes. In other words, 
motorcycles caused 1.1 deaths per 
thousand registered motorcycles 
and there were five deaths per thou- 
sand private planes. Let's chalk up 
one for motorcycles. It appears that 
they are safer than private flying, 
which most people consider quite 
safe. л 

Mr. Colman also discovered that 
train and vehicle collisions, which 
we seldom hear about, compared to 
the many reports of motorcycle ac- 
cidents, is a bigger killer than 
motorcycle-car collisions. Trains 
killed 1,600 in 1965 or 20 more than 
motorcycles. 

Of course, the old favorite argu- 
ment is the safety of the automobile 
versus the motorcycle. Leaving no 
Stone unturned, Mr. Colman examined 
this also. He found that the majority 
of cyclist are under 30, so he com- 
pared the motorcycle death record 
with automobile drivers of the same 
age group. His research showed 
that 4.1 persons ride each motor- 
cycle, but for his statistics he said 
that each motorcycle was ridden at 
various times by only two persons 
(not 4.1) under 30 years of age. 
This means that there were 2,761,425 
under-30 year old riders on motor- 
cycles. Now let's compare this with 
the death rate of the 29,200,000 
motor vehicle drivers of under 30. 
The 1,580 fatal motorcycle acci- 
dents showed a death rate of .56 
deaths per thousand drivers and 
passengers. The 25,900 motor ve- 
hicles deaths in this age group pro- 
duced a death rate of .88 deaths. 
Are we still to believe that motor- 
cycles are more dangerous than 
cars? Mr. Colman says, “NO”, that 
cycles are the safer of the two. 

Inevitably when talking about 
motorcycle safety the subject of 
safety helmets comes up. Mr. Col- 
man also did some checking in this 
area. He suggests perhaps we 
should strap on a helmet as soon 
as we get out of bed if we really 
want to be safe. The statistics show 
that the home is not a paragon of 
safety. There were 23,200,000 home 
accidents in 1965 and 4,200,000 of 
these were disabling. These home 
accidents caused 28,000 deaths and 
11,900 of these were from falls. 
How many lives would helmets have 
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saved here? Maybe the politicians 
should pass a law that everyone 
wear a helmet at all times. Cornell 
University indicates that head in- 
juries occur in 72% of all auto ac- 
cidents, and Mr. Douglas W. Toms, 
director, Department of Motor Vehi- 
cles, state of Washington, stated 
that 60% of motorcycle deaths in 
his state were a result of head in- 
juries. The statement was made at 
the two wheel safety seminar held 
at Norton Air Force Base, Califor- 
nia, in November 1966, Dr. Robert 
Watanabe (Orthopedic Surgeon) of 
the U.C.L.A. Research Center, 
listed head injuries asthird (follow- 
ing multiple injuries and fractures 
of the lower extremities) in his ac- 
cident frequency report at the Air 
Force Seminar. Mr. Toms also re- 
ported that 70% of all motorcycle 
accidents were caused by automo- 
bile drivers and not by the motor- 
cycle rider. So, it appears that not 
only is the automobile more danger- 
ous than the motorcycle, but that it 
is chiefly responsible for causing 
70% of allthe motorcycle accidents. 

In conclusion, Mr. Colman feels 
that to wear a helmet (maybe all 
the time) is good advice and the 
cyclist should ride defensively and 
watch out for automobile drivers as 
well as road obstacles. He feels 
that motorcycles are safer than 
many other modes of transportation, 
and that statistics prove the point 
if used completely. “In fact a motor- 
cycle” says Pete, “is only as safe 
as the nut that holds on the handle- 
bars.”

POLITICAL THREAT ANTICI- 
PATED BUT NOW WE CAN WIN 


With the conyening of the 90th con- 
gress in Washington, D.C. Tuesday, the 
motorcycle industry is bracing itself for 
charges of selling dangerous merchan- 
dise similar to the complaints aimed by 
Congress at the car industry in 1966. 

UNLIKE THE AUTOMAKERS; hear 
ings, however, the motorcycle men can 
be expected to face uninformed investi- 
gators and prejudiced accusers if the 
threatened hearings are held in 1967. 
The plain truth is, there isn’t now any 
definite information on the motorcycle's 
role in traffic safety. That was the 
cardinal fact to emerge from the leading 





safety seminars held recently around 
the country. 

NOT ENOUGH STATISTICS have 
been correlated, few studies of accident 
patterns have been made and almost no 
research has been attempted in the ef- 
fectiveness of accident prevention. 

Last year's sudden panic by a couple 
of medics over the severity of the few 
motorcycle accidents they had seen and 
the attendant publicity on the national 
press probably cost the sport 100,000 
motorcycle sales. For some it was more 
of a welcome breather than a setback, 
for progress seems to have gotten ahead 
of the motorcycle industry. 

The doctors’ alarms also startled the 
motorcycle industry into awareness that 
unless they met the safety challenge, 
loss. of profits and government inter- 
ference would be inevitable. The atmos- 
phere was so charged with tension last 
October that mighty Honda and majestic 
Harley-Davidson got together, at the 
urging of Cycle News, to establish an 
independent Motorcycle Safety Council 
to finance and coordinate safety efforts. 
This proposition has gone through sev- 
eral modifications and may yet emerge 
via the Motorcycle and Allied Trades 
Association. It all hinges on Honda’s 
and Harley’s mutual willingness to 
communicate. 

Late in 1966 the industry chiefs 
drew up proposed laws to license riders, 
regulate helmets, and standardize safe- 
ty requirements in the 50 states. Local 
grants, government, police and private 
industry launched researches into the 
problems of motorcycle safety. Several 
Parties are attempting to establish pri- 
vate rider training schools, which ap- 
pears to be the best solution to the 
problem, in the long run. 

Prior to then we could only point to 
our publications to prove our good 
intent. 


^^. 

The literature and educational propa- 
ganda, with the exception of one safety 
film, that the industry has produced so 
far is of little value. Either the bro- 
chures say nothing and look pretty, or 
else they say something and spell it 
wrong. It beats a blank, but only barely. 


THE ROMANCE OF ADVER- 
TISING 


Gentlemen ofthe motorcycle industry, 
I feel a duty to tell you, and remind my- 
Self, that expensive public relations is 
not always good, but good public rela- 
tionsis always expensive. It is rumored, 
and Honda spokesmen do not deny, that 
before the *Honda Image" of nice people 
took root in the American mind, five 
million dollars was spent. Audit took 
two years. 

How many years willit take a safety- 
conscious industry to alterthat thinclad, 
hair-streaming-in-the-wind image to in- 
clude protective clothing and attention 
to danger? 

Putting helmets on the sweet young 
things without including shoes and some 
sort of eyeshield for the operator, as 
Honda’s current billboards testify, will 
not change the image. The helmets only 
seem out of place on the heads of the 
“nice people”. And I am told it took one 
year’s “lag time” to put the helmets on 
ans after Honda decided to 

o it. 

What is needed now, I believe, is a 
cold assessment of the best answer, in 
terms of dollar sales and potential re- 
tooling to the question some congress- 
men are sure to ask: What percentage of 
your net profit do you invest in safety, 
Mr. Motorcycle Businessman? 

Weigh your answer before he asks. 
Don’t let the question take you aback 
as it did Detroit. Earmark a portion of 
your budget for safety promotion now.

BLIND AND BAREFOOT 


Thank you for publishing the CBM 
recommendations and for your pene- 
trating comments. 

You have erroneously equated com- 
pulsory insurance with the term Finan- 
cial Responsibility. While a commercial 
insurance policy is acceptable evidence 
of financial responsibility, the term 
financial responsibility under state law 
includes evidence of self insurance or 
bonding. The CBM agrees that compul- 
sory commercial insurance is undesir 
able and does not suggest any change of 
the term financial responsibility as it 
is now used in the law. We merely ask 
that the vehicle owner be required to 





demonstrate such responsibility before 
the fact rather than after. 

You have assumed an unreasonably 
narrow view of this recommendation. 
The CBM considered the problem as it 
relates to the entire motoring public of 
which motorcyclists are a part. I have 
met motorcyclists who were not finan- 
cially responsible for their deliberate 
or negligent acts with their cycle. 
While I admit it is a rare occasion, I 
can document the fact that motorcycles 
injure and kill pedestrians and cause 
property damage. Uninsured motorist 
coverage is useless to the victims of a 
motorcycle who are not ridingit. Further, 
Uninsured Motorist coverage is limited 
to medical expenses only. 

I am very happy to hear that your 
motorcycles have no blind spots. How- 
ever, mine and other road rider's ma- 
chines did have blind spots before we 
incorporated the second mirror. (Shame 
on you for making such a flat statement.) 

My information was that the footwear 
law was repealed for lack of enforcibil- 
ity. ROBERT O. FEE

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CYCLE ALLEY FACT & FICTION 


No one will believe me, but I must 
tell what I saw and heard at a drag meet 
that was held on December 31st. The 
final race was about to be run and I was 
seated near two quite’ different individ- 
uals, who were unique in their appear 
ance and conversingina strange manner. 
They may have been father and son. 
One was dressed in racing leathers that 
showed signs of repeated use with 
cracks of age and brown.discolorations, 
where the man put them to use, mostly 
in the knees and rear. He was bearded 
and in contrast to the black and brown 
leather, his hair and beard were snow 
white. His companion was the opposite 
in age and dress. The leathers were 
shiny with newness and of strange style, 
somewhat resembling a three corner 
diaper. This young racer wore a vest 
numbered 1967 and thé elder man had 
1966 on his. A look of deep respect 
settled on the face of the youngster as 
his companion said, “I’ve seen ‘em 
come and go with determination for a 
starter and defeat in the end, or the 
other way around. You take that young 
whipper snapper, Bob Loux of Modesto, 
Calif., why he took a little 650cc Tri- 
umph that was mounted in an imported 
Alf Hagon frame and broke all time high 
records for such a machine on gas. At 
Fremont, Calif., Bob took the quarter 
mile trip in 11.10 seconds and went 
through the speed traps at 120.56 mph. 
There was another Triumph fan who 
mounted two enginés in line and really 
made my year complete. Sonny Rout 
manufactured some 45 and 48 inch cyl- 
inders and pistons, installed this whole 
thing where it belonged and set records 
at every strip around. The best I saw 
him turn was 10.72 —144.00, but I'm told 
he does better. Those Harley-Davidsons 
weren't just sitting around and three 
men in particular helped prove that 
inches count. Sonny Raslawski, Leo 
Payne and Millard Disharoon were their 
names and each held a record in speed 
and elapsed time in their gas divisions. 
That Sonny fella turned 11 seconds flat 
at 124 and Leo did almost the same on 
& street bike with both speeds (street & 
gas) above 124 miles per hour. “Dish” 
didn't use all the inches of the other 
two, in fact he settled for 55 of them and 
turned many a run in the mid elevens at

REPORT of the DIST. 37 COMP. COMM. MEETING 


In a surprise move prompted by 
the reading of an Open Letter to 
District 37 from the Dyna-mites M.C., 
the attending clubs at Thursday 
nights District 37 Sports Committee 
meeting votedto stop sending money 
back to the National office. 

The letter above, read by Jay 
Draper, President of the Dyna-mites 
stated among other things that every 
time we ask for something in this 
District it is tabled for one reason 
or another including that of “further 
study” and no satisfaction is ever 
given. Considerable discussion took 
place over this, with Jean Carter 
presiding over the controversy that 
was considerably more orderly than 
previous discussions on the same 
subject. Finally, a roll call vote 
was taken. The motion called for 
was that until all problems are set- 
tled to the complete satisfaction of 
the District, no more sanction fees 
will be sent back to the National 
office. Fees for the first quarter of 
1967 have already been paid, so the 
ban goes into effect starting with 
the second quarter of the year. 

During the ensuing discussion, a 
point was made that despite Earl 
Flanders efforts to make the wishes 
known of our District at the Nation- 
al meeting, and the fact the District 
paid for its President to go back, 
just about everything the District 
asked for was either over-ridden or 
just died for lack of support on the 
vote. The feeling was that although 
our money continually goes back to 
Columbus we are not allowed to make 
any decisions or vote for our repre- 
sentatives. 

The tally on the roll call vote 
showed that it passed 43 for with 
13 representatives against.

HORKY SAYS CLUBS CAN BY- 
PASS SPORTS COMMITTEE 


Contacted Tuesday by Cycle News, 
AMA headquarters in Columbus, Ohio 
informed us that head-honcho Bill Berry 
was out of town. Competition Director 
Jules Horky, when asked for a statement 
on the Dist. 37 Sports Committee’s re- 
fusal to pay sanction fees until some 
local problems are settled, said that 
Berry and his new assistant Garry Payne 
will probably attend the February meet- 
ing of the Committee to discuss needed 
changes. 

Asked what the AMA would do if 
sanction fees were in fact not paid, 
Horky replied” they wouldn’t get the 
sanction.” And no records of the event 
would be kept by the AMA. 

“Clubsin District 37 could still apply 
directly to the AMA for sanctions,” con- 
tinued Horky. “We have a recent case of 
just such a thing in District 6 (South 
Jersey and parts of Pennsylvania). The 
local clubs were fed up with a sports 
committee they didn’t feel was helping 
them, and so they bypassed the sports 
committee and got their sanctions direct. 
AMA rules permit this.” 


LOCAL OFFICE NEEDED 


It appears that the Southern Califor- 
nia sportsmen will settle for nothing 
less than establishment of a local branch 
office of the AMA. Certainly the West is 
long overdue for this courtesy. The 
monies annually paid to Columbus would 
pay the overhead of a Los Angeles AMA 
branch headquarters and provide an at- 
tractive salary for a West Coast Compe- 
tition Director, The additional revenue 
and improved harmony that this would 
bring about makes it worth the serious 
consideration of the AMA’s stockholders.

Cycle News Readers may recall the re- 
cent article we ran giving an English- 
man’s view of American desert racing, 
written by the subject of this story, 
Maurice Arden. Arden is also the origi- 
nator of famous “Big John” rough-racing 
boots, which he manufactures, among 
his other claims to fame. 

If you have ever smashed your toes 
on a big rock or spent hours picking 
cactus needles out of your shins, then 
you’ ll like this guy. I have and I sure do. 

His name isn’t really Big John, its 
Maurice Arden, its his boots that are 
called Big John. That’s how I met him. 
One night after a Hare and Hound I was 
Picking those same needles out of my 
shins and wondering if there wasn’t a 
better way to go, when I thought of pic- 
tures I had seen of English riders wear 
ing some heavy looking boots. You 
know the type, with the buckles down 
the sides. Well, that night I began 
writing letters. Much later I finally 
learned that what I wanted came from a 
place called “Little Humby”, direct from 
the guy that made them. Thats all the 
address there was, Little Humby “near” 
a city called Grantham Lincs, England. 

I figured that anybody that lived ina 
town called Little Humby had to be 
some sort of a kook. The reply he sent 
me seemed to prove it, seems he couldn't 
find any boots he liked either, so he 
made his own. They became popular so 
he and his wife decided to “have a bit 
of a go” at it. I knew then that I had to 
have a pair of those boots. The name he 
Picked came from a popular song at the 
time, about a tough coal miner named 
Big John. Also he had a friend who was 
a top scrambler wearing them and his 
nick-name was Big John (Burton). See 
what I mean? Kooky. 

I got the boots and after I wore them 
awhile my admiration for this “kook” 
began to grow. We continued to write

each other and soon became friends. 
Well, as all good stories go it wasn’t 
long before I had occasion to be in 
England, and when I couldn't find a room 
in London I called Maurice. 

The reception I got was overwhelm- 
ing. Almost before I could hang up, 
there he was, at the railway station and 
smiling like a toothpaste ad.I wastaken 
in by the whole family and spent nearly 
& week there. With Maurice I got an 
insider's view of England and English, 
racing.Ialso learned the charm of Little 
Humby, which is the larger part of a 
nearby village called Big Humby. 
Maurice (pronounced Morris, in England) 
even smuggled me into a Moto-X ride, 
where I learned what the English mean 
by “scratching”. I wasn’t able to catch 
him there but I did get my revenge later. 

Maurice has repaid my visit (as all 
the better stories go) and I was able to 
get him in some of our racing here. We 
went to two typical California races. He 
couldn't believe Prado Park. Hard 
smooth and fast, “like a road race on 
dirt.” Then we went to the desert and 
he really blew his mind there, miles and 
miles of rolling hills, “Paradise,” he 
called it. He will never be satisfied 
now with those little rough courses they 
have over there. Now he wantsto come 
back, to stay, so the next time you're 
at the races and the guy next to you 
says "Crikey mite, ruddy good whow, 
wot?" don't be surprised. It might be 
Maurice. 

The morals of this story are many. 
We do enjoy a fine sport with our bikes. 
And bike riders have much in common, 
regardless of oceans. Also, when better 
things are done for bike riders, more 
often than not, you'll find they are done 
by motorcyclist. All too frequently one 
meets the kind person that I chanced to 
meet, but I have a feeling that the next 
time I meet one, he will be a motorcycle 
rider, too.

It was cold and the ground was still moist and firm at Holliday, 


California, 20 miles north of Gorman. Conditions were right for the 


first run of the year on the desert, and almost everyone was there. 


The Pasadena M.C. had 281 riders sign up; 200 open class and 81 


trail bikes. The big bikes would go four 20-mile loops and the trail 
bikes would go two 20-mile loops on the same course, but starting 5 


minutes later. 

The Pasadena M.C. has started 
something new which most of us appre- 
ciated. They took us to the starting line 
and let everyone go to the smoke bomb, 
then come back for the start 20 minutes 
later. This was a good safety factor, as 
there were a few deep road crossings 
to watch out for. 

The banner was dropped at 10:30 for 
the big bikes and they really flew 
across the wide open area to the smoke 
bomb about four miles out. It was 4th 
gear for the first 2 miles, which was a 
bit hairy, then hit the trails and a short 
sand wash, where you could see the 
smoke bomb. 

Curt Gibson led it to the smoke 
bomb, after which the course got a bit 
tighter. There was a 20 foot drop-off 
which was very tricky, but the thing 
that made my eyes pop out was the long 
and high hog-back hill, very rocky and 
sandy, where the trail was 18 inches 
wide and dropped off on both sides, 
then ran for a half-inches wide and 
dropped off on both sides, then ran for 
a half-mile. There were a lot of riders 
who went down the side and had to go 
back tothe bottom because they couldn’t 
climb the slope. There was also the 
old favorite sand wash that is only a 
foot wide with banked sides, which is 
like riding a rollercoaster. 

Malcolm Smith on a Husqvarna led it 
into the first pit stop, but Larry Berg- 
quist, #7 on a BSA, passed him in the 
pits, and led for two laps. 

Malcolm got a flat tire on the third 
lap and Bud Ekins ona Triumph Metisse, 
got by him in the rough off-camber hill- 
sides in the back of the course. Ekins 
was pushing Bergquist, who was still 
holding first. place, when they came to 
the narrow hog-back hill. There were 
some riders down on it, and Bergquist 
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is ridden by banking the sides. 

Deb Smith, a novice on a 250 Hus- 
qvarna, came in 3rd overall and 2nd 
250. Rod Pack #27 on a Triumph, came 
in 4th and took first amateur. Bob Belt, 
#1X on a 250 Greeves, took 5th overall 
and 3rd 250, and Lon Peterson, #6 Op. 
Ex. on a Triumph, got 6th overall and 
2nd Open Ex.

lost. I asked the riders in the pits 
their impressions of the run and the 
general concensus was as follows. 
“The start was too fast. It is not so bad 
getting off while in 2nd gear, but getting 
off in 4th gear is something else, and I 
had to turn it on or eat everyone's dust."

crossing. It would have helped if the

IRVINE CANCELLED 


Naturally, this will give all of our 
critics an excellent opportunity to crit- 
icize or have sport with the ACA, but 
our Irvine event scheduled for January 
15th has been cancelled. Contrary to 
anything you might hear, the cancella- 
tion was caused because the U.S. 
Government has condemmed the Syca- 
more Park, Irvine area where we were 
racing in order to make it into a national 
park. We have known for-some time now 
that the government was looking at this 
area, and we used the property with 
Irvine's permission with the stipulation 
that when condemnation proceedings 
started, we would relinquish our “per 
event” lease on this particular ground. 
Irvine is trying to find us some other 
land which is easily accessible from 
main roads, but this has not material- 
ized as yet.

Among the riders who found themselves out of traction, shape and con- 
trol in that order were Gus Lauer, Gene Romero and Dick Dorresteyn. Only 
Lauer was seriously injured, suffering an apparent broken shoulder. 

His crash took place in the trophy dash, when his Bultaco contacted an- 
other rider’s wheel and began bouncing lock to lock throwing Lauer about 15 
feet in the air. Gus came down hard on his left shoulder and was taken to a 


Daly City hospital. 

As the main event began (after being 
black flagged once before when several 
riders spilled on the first lap) Corder 
grabbed an immediate lead, followed by 
Paul Bostrom, Dorresteyn, Dwayne 
Francisco and Gene Romero in a tight 
bunch. 

Riding hard after an easy victory in 
his heat race, Dorresteyn worked his 
way into second place as the laps 
passed and was trying to pass Corder 
by midway in the race. Time after time 
Dorresteyn’s front wheel would edge 
past Corder’s rear one. Finally Dick 
got past Corder and, trying to lengthen 
his advantage, Dorresteyn overdid it 
about the eighth lap and slid off, letting 
Corder, Francisco, Romero, Bostrom 
and Philly Cancilla by. 

Romero, meantime, had been trading 
skidmarks with Framcisco lap after lap. 
Trying to pass on the outside, he slid 
while exiting the first turn and fell. 

Unfortunately for Romero, instead of 
sliding in a straight line, his Triumph 
described a sweeping arc which put 
Gene in front of the bike with the Cow 
Palace’s cement wall looming up. Gene 
hit the wall and the bike hit Gene, stun* 
ning him so badly he had to be carried 
from the track. Only after detailed ex- 
amination was Romero allowed to get 
up off the ambulance stretcher and 
change out of his torn and scuffed 
leathers.

SHORT TRACK SHORTCOMINGS

If the promotors of the current indoor short track races at the San 
Francisco Cow Palace ever get another sanction, there should be some 
strings attached. First of all, they should be required to borrow a few 
more pages out of Don Brymer and Bob Dowis’ book. Brymer and Dowis 
proved in their Long Beach Indoor promotions that cement oval racing 
is here to stay. But take away the show business, the good prize 
money and the energetic promotion that went into the Long Beach 
Series, and you have the Cow Palace—— a bunch of motorcycles revv- 
ing around an arena. Exciting to an enthusiast, thrilling at times when 
the ritual battles tum into personal contests between men and machines.

But in the unlikely event that a 
casual spectator found out about the 
races and felt impelled to go, he would 
have had lots of time between high- 
lights to reflect, as we did, on why 
such a jewel of entertainment should be 
exhibited in such a drab showcase. 

Since we were on a holiday we didn't 
attempt to “cover” the event as we 
usually do. Our San Francisco Corres- 
pondent had that job under control. We 
paid our two dollars and sat in the 
grandstand like a tourist, waiting to be 
enlightened, entertained, enthused, or 
whatever. 

Practice, without any announcements, 
was a Pleasure. There were hours of 
action prior to race time as the riders 
felt out the track. As soon as one 
bunch was waved off, the track, an- 
other mixed bag of riders braved the 
Pavement. It was fun to watch the ex- 
perts honing their talent to a brilliant 
edge in the almost-empty arena, 

Then the National anthem was 
Played, we all stood until it ended. And 
the announcer took over the microphone 
like the toastmaster of an Odd Fellows 
lodge. I doubt if the announcer was a 
professional. His knowledge of the 
sport was substantial enough, but the 
liberties he took with the English 
Language wouldn’t even be allowed at 
Berkeley! Please, amateur announcers 
everywhere, records were broken, not 
“broke.” Motorcycles are ridden, not 
“rode,” or “drove.” Motorcycle riders 
ove the age of 21 are men, not “boys.” 
And as far as the public is concerned, 
“sickles” are things associated with 
hammers and Hells Angels. Motorcycles 
are what the men ride, or cycles if you 
prefer. 

Even a volunteer announcer should 
know, before he even turns on the 
microphone, that there may be lulls in 
the program. He should try to have some 
original things to say while we sit 
there squirming in our seats, waiting 
for the fun to resume. If they start to 
tell me one more time what the flags 
stand for, I may run amok. If he can’t 
think of anything else after he’s read 
the program aloud, repeated the point 
standings (slowly) for the tenth time 
and marveled at how much time the

For the 
second straight time another large crowd paid the riders a $2,500.00-plus 
purse which will more than insure all the top talent being there again this 


Saturday night, January 14th. 


АП three main events produced a different winner on a different brand of 
equipment. Ralph White won the 100cc final on a Honda 90, Jack O'Brien won 
the "B" 250cc final aboard a Harley Sprint and Jimmy Odom (Watch this boy) 
took over $400.00 in winning the big bike feature on an X-6 Suzuki. Honda, 
H-D, Suzuki — the Long Beach show has balance. 


Eleven different brands of machinery 
were ridden by the racers who filled the 
three main events, all 250cc and under. 
The entry list was the second largest 
ever for racing under the roof and this 
was only the first time with the new 
licenses. 

It didn't take the northern Calif. 
riders long to catch on to racing indoors 
with the four recent events up in *Frisco 
at the Cow Palace. They came up with 
four different main event winners and 
all four were here last Saturday. All 
four will be back again this week for 
another shot at the local gold. 

Dick Dorresteyn was here for the 
first time on the Suzuki squad but some 
last lap bad luck kept him out of one of 
the main events. He started dead last in 
the semi and was coming through the 
pack like a hot knife in a pound of but- 
ter but was blocked out on the final turn. 

Dick Mann showed up riding H-D as 
a teammate of Mert Lawwill’s. They ran 
one-two in the dash before Mann, who 
was also making his first appearance at 
Long Beach, came back to finish fourth 
in the big one. When was the last time 
Mann was seen on a Milwaukee product? 
1958? 

Enough cannot be said for amateur 
Jimmy Odom who rode like a smooth 
veteran and won the feature on the last 
lap over red hot Gene Romero. Odom 
starts his second year as a professional 
but has a long way to go to complete 
‘one full season of racing. He missed 
most of last season, as a novice, with 
a busted leg.

He's the rider who made a shambles 
of the novice TT class at Ascot last 
year andis the best to come out of Dist. 
36 in many a moon — he's also the best 
publicity plug for Suzuki since young 
Walt Fulton won the Daytona novice 
road race in early *66. 

The 100cc class caught on with the 
fans and produced some of the best 
racing of the night. People are getting 
used to watching the little jobs and a 
couple of their heat races were faster 
than the 250's. 

Fans see the pro's all year long in 
all types of events on 250cc machines 
and larger but only at Long Beach will 
you see the veterans turning it on with 
an 80, 90 or 100cc rig. 

The Saturday afternoon practice ses- 
sion that allows any and all riders four 
full hours of lapping the fast concrete 
oval again drew larger numbers with 70 
licensed and non-licensed riders on 
hand to try their equipment and polish 
up for the evening races, Once again 
the entire Long Beach show, from prac- 
tice on through the racing events was 
accident-free, thanks to all those hay 
bales. We did, however, quit counting 
spills after the first 100 hit the hay. 

There will again be a Saturday after- 
noon practice this week with the doors 
opening at 11 a.m. and concluding at 
4 p.m. The regular sign-in time for the 
night of racing is from 5 to 6:30 p.m. If 
you haven't attended a Long Beach in- 
door race pick up on the one this Satur- 
day. You won't be sorry. Race time is 
slated for 8:00 p.m.

MEXICO 


TO MONTREAL 
-- the hard way

EARLY IN MARCH when I ended my 
vacation in Mexico City, I left with a 
huge bankroll of pesos, so many my 
wallet wouldn't fold. When exchanged 
for dollars in Texas, however, the bank- 
roll shrank considerably. Swapping at 
12% pesos per dollar bill, I ended up 
with a little over $30 American, barely 
enough for 900 miles of gas, oil and 
coffee, if I was careful. It is not diffi- 
cult nowadays to ride a motorcycle 
across a continent, you just gas up and 
go. But even a carefree, unplanned trip 
like mine has its little emergencies and 
unexpected expenses. The first was 
epoxy glue. 

On the road from Jalapa to Morelos I 
had missed a shift, the engine over- 
revved and thg sad old primary chain 
exploded out of the front of the chain- 
case scattering shrapnel along 500 
yards of Pan American highway. After 
Splicing the chain I painstakingly re- 
covered all the little bits of aluminum, 
7 in number, and brought them into 
Brownsville the way you'd carry a se- 
vered thumb to the doctor to have it 
sewed back on. The local heliarc weld- 
er just shook his head. There was no 
way to weldthe fragments satisfactorily. 
Nothing to do but invest in tubes of 
epoxy glue and carefully stick the 
cases back together like a mosaic. It 
worked perfectly, but diminished the 
bankroll by another buck. 


Hot Tamale Man 

The sultry, tropical style weather 
stayed fine until Louisiana, where 
gusty warm rainstorms blew in from the 
Gulf. With my usual imperfect timing, I 
arrived in New Orleans the day after 
Mardi Gras, riding down forsaken streets 
littered with confetti and carnival toys. 
I liked the exhausted, end-of-the-orgy 
air of the place and decided to stay and 
make some money. There was only one 
job in the Times-Picayune want ads 
that didn’t seem to require a lifetime 
career: Hot Tamale Man. I reckoned I 
was qualified since I had just come 
from Mexico (although come to think of 
it I never saw a tamale the whole time 
I was there), so I went to apply. 

The tamale headquarters was a con- 
verted stable in the Vieux Carre (Old 
City) jammed with little two-wheeled 
carts. I was issued a white paper cap, 
kerosene lantern, cart and ten dozen 
hot tamales, and set out vending — 5¢

each, 50€ a dozen, one cent per tamale 
my cut. Lantern swaying on confetti 
Streets ¢rying “Hot Tamale Man. Hey, 
Hot Tamale Man!” They sold like hot... 
well, tamales. I would have been ahead 
of the game in no time at all, but I be- 
came addicted to boulecibaise stew and 
that took a big bite out of the profits. 

Luckily a fellow Hot Tamale Man 
who was working his way north as well, 
let me share his hotel room to save rent, 
When I thoughtI had accumulated enough 
$s to go on, I offered my host a pillion 
seat to New York, which he politely 
declined. “Thanks all fie same, but 
it’s still winter up north,” he was the 
first to inform me. “I'd rather stick out 
my thumb and ride in a nice warm car.” 

Cold? How cold could it be? The air 
was sultry warm by now in New Orleans, 
how much colder could it get in 900 
miles? Never having experienced a 
northern winter, I knew nothing to ex- 
pect. 


How To Ride and Lose 


If T. S. Eliot thinks April is the 
cruellest month, he should try riding a 
motorcycle through New England in 
March. What I remember strongest about 
the rest of the trip is that it was freez- 
ing most of the way, The kind of cold 
that crystallizes your bones and de- 
stroys thought processes. I rode like a 
frosted statue and summoned all the 
tricks I knew and learned a few just to 
keep the pilot lit. Breathe in, hold it 
(a slight degree of warmth is generated, 
not much, but something). Blow breath 
out against the frozen nose. It thaws a 
little, but runs more. Newspapers in 
pantlegs, chest. Spend precious dollar 
for cotton farmer gloves in crackerbarrel 
store. Wind whistling whooo! in brittle 
ears. 

I began to shiver in Mississippi, 
then, as the road climbed among the 
Georgia pines, like anicy needle shower 
it began to rain. Nothing to do but grit 
and grin and press on, looking for some- 
thing that resembles a roof. Suddenly I 
was shot at for a Yankee with frozen 
buckshot: hail. (Which must have been 
named by a cycle-riding Texan. About 
then I wished to hail I'd never left Los 
Angeles.) 

Stopping at little country gas stations 
where free coffee and potbellied stoves 
drive off enough chill to restore the 
nerves and feel cold better. *Bad time; 
of year for them thangs aint it?" the 
attendant observes correctly. *Oh, i-i- 
its not so b-b-bad once you get used to 
it,” I mumble through lips too stiff to 
move and go out in the artic wind to 
knock off a few more miles before inci- 
pient frostbite forces me to stop and 
thaw again. 

When twilight came I’d sleep in an 
abandoned farmhouse near the road, 
There were plenty to choose from so I'd 
ride til I found one with a fireplace, 
build a roaring blaze and curl up in my 
bedroll on the bugworn floor amid a 
friendly litter of perforated pots, flop- 
soled shows and wallpaper peels, to 
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For NOVICE & CLASS “C” RIDER 
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sleep snugly until wakened by chill 
sunrise or a curious cow, 


Warm-climate riders planning a cycle 
trip to the Northeast territories take 
heed: it's coldern a penguin's pot-belly 
up that way clear from October till 
April. But there were compensations. 
The bike purred like it thought it was 
home in England or something, and 
didn’t leak a drop of oil. Next time I go 
that way I must remember to get a trans- 
fusion of 50 weight blood. 

Somewhere in South Carolina, near a 
toad that looked like a freeway en- 
trance, stood a little green booth with a 
big sign saying *STOP-GET TICKET." 
I stopped and a man in a police unifrom 
reached out of the booth and handed me 
a printed card. 

*What's this?" 

“That’s your ticket,” 

“What did I do?” 

“You didn’t do nothin, Pay at the 
other end.” ў 

Funny justice, I thought riding on. I 
should plead not guilty. Farther along 
was another little booth and another 
sign: “STOP-PAY TOLL” (Oooh. Reckon 
this must be one a them there toll roads 
I heard tell about in Californy). I 
stopped and handed the man my lunch 
and dinner. From then on the free ride 
was Over. 





Easterners have worked out varia- 
tions of the racket. In some places they 
make it like a game — you slow down 
and toss a quarter into a basket — 
swish, two points! A little light goes 
on, says Thank You. One can foresee 
the imaginative innovations if this game 
were ever introduced in the western 
states (Lord forbid) — a tiny target in 
the fast lanes for expert toll-tossers... 
big, easy baskets in the slow lanes for 
little old ladies driving the Pasadena 
payway...one-armed bandits on the Las 
Vegas run. Already there is a gun on 
the market (for the sportsman) that 
shoots coins. Really. I’d like to take 
one and go gunning for the guy that in- 
vented toll roads. 

Because by the time I reached Rich- 
mond, Virginia, I was completely out of 
coins and had to check in at the Salva- 
tion Army (the *Sally") and wire home 
for loot. With fresh money the rest of 
the ride (in warm, welcome rain) was 
easy. Slowly, beyond the misty swamps 
of Jersey, rose the towers of Manhattan 
...It was that pretty. I paid the last toll 
for & while and rolled onto the island 
that is New York City. 
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After living a while in New York my 
impression is confirmed that motor ves 
hicles are discouraged in that city, if 
not actually illegal. As a cycle rider I 
was used to a certain amount of vehic- 
ular prejudice, but was surprised to see 
it applied to cars as well. 

First of all, insurance is expensive 
and compulsory, and as a result, acci- 
dents are commonplace (“Hit me, I need 
the money!” a Cab driver screams at a 
sedan). 

Then to travel anywhere, whether by 
highway, ferry, tunnel or bridge, you’ve 
got to come up with the admission fee. 
Without at least a dime in your pocket 
you could circle Manhattan island for 
years and never land. 

Finally aboard, you discover that you 
can pause, but any illegal parking costs 
you fifteen bucks. And all the best 
streets are posted. Of course, bless 
your heart, you can stash in a parking 
lot if your investments are doing well, 
for by the time you come out of a movie 
you owe more on your bike than when 
you bought it. 

The streets, it seems are all one- 
way outbound, and dominated by trucks 
and taxis which are about as courteous 
as a jungle stampede. Does this sound 
like I didn't like New York? Far from it. 
There is the kind of challenge an old 
TT (Thick Traffic) rider like me digs. 
But the Matchless scrambler that shares 
my fortunes was unimpressed. It could 
easily slither down Madison Avenue 
quickerthan the rest of traffic, no matter 
how they honked and sped, and it could 
attract more attention in its snobbish 
way „than a fleet of limousines. But it 
grew stubborn and refused to play so I 
had to stash her in a friendly garage on 
West 101st street and become a pedes- 
trian for the first time since my tricycle 
crashed and burned. 

Walking in New York, I found, de- 
mands the same constant attention as 
riding a cycle in Los Angeles traffic. I 
must have appeared a terrible novice at 
first, tripping on sidewalks and collid- 
ing with people. However one soon 
learns how to “fight for the spot” and 
hardly regrets the lack of wheels. 


Blowout! 


When it came time to leave Manhat- 
ten, the Matchless fired up frisky as a 
pup and blasted a loud bronx cheer out 
of its Mexican straightpipe as we roared 
up the Taconic Parkway into the Appa- 
lachians. The old bike had come 5000 
miles since this journey started, carry- 
ing me and my typewriter to some of the 
most interesting places in North Ameri- 
ca. In Mexico City it had enjoyed the 
center of attention as the only 40” 
Matchless ever seen in those parts. In 
New York it felt unique for a time among 
the BMWs and scooters. Now when the 
pulsing engine seemed never to have 
run better, the front tire blew out.

buting Company of San Francisco. Dick 
reports that he will be out to capture 
the “number 1” position. 

Since 1955, one year after he be- 
came an expert rider, Mann has always 
been in the champion point standings — 
for six years never lower than fifth. 
His first major success as an expert 
came in 1958, riding for Harley- 
Davidson, when he took second place 
at Daytona. And again in 1959 he re- 
peated with another second. 

Throughout 1963 it was a see-saw 
battle between the top contenders with 
Mann scoring in seven of the 13 point 
events. Final decision came in the next 
to last event, the 50-lap TT at Ascot, 
when George Roeder, current leader in 
the standings, failed to qualify and 
Mann went on for the win. With only 
one race to go the 25 points Mann won 
placed him one precious point beyond 
anyone’s reach. 

Dick’s first introduction to the 2- 
wheel sport was in 1949 at the age of 
15, when he purchased a BSA Bantam 
to deliver his paper route. Three years 
later he started racing professionally 
as a novice at the Belmont (now closed) 
track on the San Francisco Peninsula. 
His first big win was at Bay Meadows, 
famous Northern California horse racing 
track, when he captured the 10-mile 
National Amateur Championship. Dick 
has opened his own business in Rich- 
mond, California, called Dick Mann 
Specialities. His company will special- 
ize in the design and manufacture of 
cycle frames for competition. 





MEET THE MEN BEHIND THE 
RACING MACHINES 






DICK O'BRIEN, Pioneer of Racing 


Born in Buffalo, New York and raised 
in Florida from the time he was a year 
old, until he went to work for Harley- 
Davidson Motor Co. in Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin, Dick O'Brien is mamied and has 
two daughters. One is in senior high 
School and the other is a Registered 
Nurse. The chief tuner for H-D, Dick is 
soft spoken, yet with a tone of voice 
that is full of knowledge and authority. 
His love for racing was probably stimu- 
lated by his father, who raced Indian 
motorcycles. O’Brien grew up with 
motorcycle racing, taking any kind of 
job to stay in the circles that revolved 
around it, 

In 1935 Dick raced motorcycles him- 
self, worked on and built competition 
motorcycles for others up until 1940, 
During this time he got into car racing, 
in 1938, starting with stock cars and 
working his way up into driving cham- 
pionship cars. He raced in the South- 
eastern part of the United States until 
1941, With the outbreak of World War I 
he went with the U.S. Army Air Force in 
1941. He worked for them at their test 
center until 1943. From here he went 
with the Naval Air Force Test Center, 
where he remained until 1946, doing 
vital work for both of the services. 
From then until 1957 O'Brien stayed in 
motorcycle racing game. 

In 1957 the O'Brien family moved 
their Florida roots to Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin when he joined Harley-Davidson. 
He has now been with H-D 10 years in 
the Racing Engineering Department. 
Here the research, development and the 
design of  Harley-Davidson's racing 
motorcycles is done, This department is 
also responsible for the compiling and 
publication of Harley-Davidson competi- 
tion literature. 

During the course of a year Mr. 
O'Brien has a big busy job, to which he 
is fully dedicated. With the introduction 
of the Harley-Davidson Sprint he now 
has to make an annual trip to Italy, This 
he has done for the last three years, He 
also does a great deal of traveling 
throughout the United States, attending 
meetings with dealers, going to various 
places to do testing of new parts and 
the setting up of Harley-Davidson racing 
clinics around the country, designed to 
help the Harley-Davidson competition 
racers and mechanics. He attends all 
AMA Nationals and tries to fit in other 
race meets on the weekends when time 
permits. Dick O’Brien also spends a 
great deal of time working with the AMA. 
He now has in 9 years of devoted vol- 
unteer service with the competition and 
technical departments of the AMA. 

Dick O’Brien is a man who has de- 
voted much of his life to the betterment 
of motorcycle competition for the racer, 
the mechanics, the improvements of the 
machines and the motorcycle world in 
general. —Annette Camp 





CHAMPION’S RACING SCHOOL 


By Melvin Shapiro 


World champion Moto-Cross rider Torsten Hallman conducted a three day 
racing school and riding clinic under near perfect conditions of clear skies 
and damp terrain over lush foothills on the outskirts of Riverside. 

Friday morning some 20 eager students were greeted at K&N Motorcycles 
by Torsten Hallman, and local riding star Malcolm Smith. Smith functioned as 
Hallman’s assistant for the three days activities. Students ranged in age 
from a Hodaka mounted 16-year-old to a few “old men” in their forties includ- 
ing your correspondent. Riding experience ranged from not-so-much to a 
helluva lot. There were desert and TT riders, including one rider making the 
trip from northern California. 

Lesson #1 Stand On It! 

Arriving at the school site Hallman and Smith used a basic course with 
each section functioning as a lesson for a particular type of technique. First 
section was a big dip into a climb, sweeping bumpy left to a platform, and off 
on a downhill into another tight dip. The technique, as long as the body is 
willing, is to stand on the pegs at all times. Not acquainted with this style I 
was surprised at the instant control available. Novice riders who had never 
ridden power-on down a hill’ were soon able to handle this section with a 
combination of throttle, rear brake, and judicious use of front brake. 

Hallman demonstrated each point he was teaching (did he ever!). Watch- 
ing Hallman and Smith demonstrate was like watching a ballet. 

A short loop was set up with a small jump at the bottom, up a hill and 
Sweeping right down again to a level approach to the jump. Hallman observed 
the group riding over the jump. Stopping them Hallman asked “why do so many 
of you have your wheel so high in the air?...there is nothing up there for you. 
You want to go straight ahead...you lose time up in the sky!” Hallman’s point 
was that the proper landing attitude should be about 20 degrees, rear wheel 
down first of course. After a demonstration the group tried again and most 
were able to get the idea. However, reversing direction and having to jump off 
or down hill and land properly, was a much harder lesson not mastered by all. 

Friday’s activities concluded with a half-hour race over the basic course. 
The desert riders present (correspondent included) more or less agreed that 
the half hour race plus the rest of the day’s riding was much more strenuous 
than most desert runs...try staying up on the pegs most of the time. You'll 
see, 

Saturday a few new faces appeared, joining the stiff and tired group from 
the day before. The lessons of the day included: high speed handling over 
small bumps such as road crossings. (Just bring the front wheel up a bit and 
set it on the other side), handling on bumpy sections, TT or moto-cross 
starts, up hill trials type riding on criss cross trail of steep slope, more 
practice on the short jump course, wheelie demonstration and lessons (corres- 
pondent couldn’t get his Jawa up but Smith proved the old Jawa could dance 
quite well on one wheel). Again, the day concluded with another half hour 
race on the basic course.

Beer and Sympathy 

By the time Sunday arrived, some of the old men were taking hours to get 
their boots on. Some of the younger ones were moving rather slowly also. But 
not Hallman and Smith...they were emitting steam and whatever it is that 
champions are made of. Hallman first walked the class over the entire course 
pointing out how to avoid bumps and plan new paths and routes within the 
course as it begins to wear from use. 

At one point of the walk Hallman and Smith both ran to the pit area, 
grabbed their Huskys, and rode back to better demonstrate a point being made, 

There were down hill practice on the trials type criss cross of the pre- 
vious day, flattracking, and up and down a hill full of steps lessons. The 
demonstrations were fantastic. Some of the students got quite good at it... 
some had big trouble. Your correspondent crawled out from under his Jawa 
and his eyes were wet). Another half hour race for all and suddenly school 
was over. 

The faculty and student body, tired and bruised, made way to a local 
pizza house for beer and sympathy. Hallman stated he would return next year 
possibly with more European riders of his caliber. We hope the school will 
become an annual event. Smiling Malcolm Smith will, perhaps, conduct a
